American Army in France, 
June 17.—(By Mail)—Every Ameri­ 
can soldier in France will receive a 
“bank book” enabling him to draw 
$7.50 a month from any disbursing 
officer, if the change in pay methods 
of the American expeditionary force 
now’ under consideration is put into 
effect. 
The purpose is to enable ev­ 
ery soldier to obtain promptly at least 
a part of his monthly pay regardless 
of where he may be, whether in a hos­ 
pital or with some organization other 
than his own. 
The “pay book” system is in use in 
the British army. The sum of $7.50 a 
month has been fixed as the minimum 
which a soldier should have for 
his 
personal wants every month and it 
would be given to him on his demand. 
Each three or four months there 
would be a general accounting 
at 
which his total pay, his insurance and 
other allotments, his liberty loan sub- 
.scriptions and other items would be 
cast up, together with his 
monthly 
drafts. 
The balance then due 
him 
would be put at his disposal. 
The solciier would have the advan­ 
tage of being able at all times and un­ 
der all circumstances to draw some­ 
thing from any 
quartermaster 
in 
whose district he might find himself. 
The proposed system would elimi- 
n.ate the present necessTy of having 
on hand each soldier’s service record 
whenever he draws any money. 
The 
service record system, designed for 
limes of peace, does not take into ac­ 
count the frequent shifts which 
all 
military men must b<» prepai’ed for.

Yecords can folio v them and who con­ 
sequently can not draw their money 
whcL! it is due, mei-ely because the 
formalities can not be complied with.

AMERICAN SOLDIERS 


TO BE PAID QUICKLY 


YFv 
a Mandated Presa) 
With American Army in France, 
June 17.—(By Mail)—Every Ameri­ 
can soldier in France wTill receive a 
'hank book ” enabling him to draw 
$ i .50 a month from any disbursing 
officer, if the change in pay methods 
of the American expeditionary force 
now' under consideration is put into 
effect. 
The purpose is to enable ev­ 
ery soldier to obtain promptly at least 
a part of his monthly pay' regardless 
of where he may be, whether in a hos­ 
pital or with some organization other 
than his own. 
The “pay book” system is in use in 
the British army. The sum of $7.50 a 
month has been fixed as the minimum 
w’hich a soldier should have for 
his 
personal wants every month and it 
would be given to him on his demand. 
Each three or four months there 
would be a general accounting 
at 
which his total pay', his insurance and 
other allotments, his liberty loan sub­ 
scriptions and other items would be 
cast up, together with his 
monthly 
drafts. 
The balance then due 
him 
would be put at his disposal. 
The soldier would have the advan­ 
tage of being able at all times and un­ 
der all circumstances to draw’ some­ 
thing from any 
quarterm aster 
in 
whose district he might find himself. 
The proposed system would elimi­ 
nate the present necessity of having 
on hand each soldier’s service record 
whenever he draws any money. 
The 
service record system, designed for 
times of peace, does not take into ac­ 
count the frequent shifts which 
all 
m ilitary men must b«* prepared for. 
In many instances nowadays it works 
hardships on individual men who are 
transferred faster than their service 
lecords can folio v them and who con­ 
sequently can not draw their money 
when it is due, merely because tic* 
formalities can not be complied with.

The German casualties in the present offen­ 
sive are estimated at not less than 100,000.

“Owing to the acute sugar shortage 
at the height of the fruit preserving 
season in Texas, you will please notify 
all dealers in sugar in your communi­ 
ty that until further notice they must 
not deliver any sugar except Louisi­ 
ana seconds and thirds against cer­

“Statem ent 
A,’ 
wrhich covers the manufacture of non­ 
essential food products.” 
Allowance to householders remains 
the same as heretofore. 
Special per­ 
mits granted those needing more than 
25 pounds for preserving purposes. 
All public eating places, grocery 
stores, drug stores, bakeries and oth­ 
ers needing sugar in the operation of 
their business, should call upon the 
county adm inistrator for application 
blanks before Monday, July 15. 
Rumor has it that some people in 
Bryan are engaged in the practice of 
visiting and buying sugar at several

On account of the size of the dis 
trict (four large counties; and the de­ 
mands of business upon my time, I 
have been able to make only a par 
tial campaign, and there are many 
voters whom I have not met person 
ally, therefore this statem ent of my 
position on the issues of the day. 
A native Texan (born in Grimes 
county,) 
the son of a Confederate 
soldier and the great-grandson of a 
major 
in 
Washington's 
army, 
and 
having spent more than thirty years 
in the service of the state as an of­ 
ficer in the National Guard, it was 
but natural that when our country 
entered the war last year I desired 
military service. 
I 
w’as 
appointed 
captain of infantry and authorized to 
raise a company for foreign service. 
This I accomplished after Bix weeks 
of hard work, and was mustered into 
the state service, but when the troops 
were Federalized I was barred on ac 
count of my age and was forced to 
remain at home while my company 
went to the training camp command­ 
ed by a younger man. 
That company 
is now on the road to Berlin and 
will do its duty. 
And I feel that I 
have done my duty also in accepting 
the part assigned m e —that of remain 
ing at home to assist in 
Liberty 
I.oan, Red Cross and Thrift Stamp 
campaigns, etc., to all of whicli 
I 
have liberally contributed and will 
continue to do so. 
For the past twenty years I have 
published a newspaper in .Mexia, and 
have always worked for the upbuild 
ing of the country, for clean politics 
and good government, and having an 
extensive 
acquaintance 
with 
public 
men and a knowledge of the needs 
and wants of the people, feel that I 
am competent to fill the office of 
state senator and to render efficient 
service to the people. 
I served a short term in the legis­ 
lature as a member of the House 
four years ago, and voted for the 
present warehouse law, designed to 
improve marketing conditions and en­ 
able the farmer to get a fair price 
for his products. 
This was the most 
important bill acted on during that 
session, except the bill that proposed 
to take the childrens' school fund and 
use 
it 
to 
establish a state bank, 
which bill I voted against and thus 
assisted in Its defeat. 
I heartily endorse the administra 
Hon of Governor Hobby and the war 
measures recommended by him and 
passed at the recent called session of 
the legislature, aud had I been a 
member of that body I would have 
voted for all of said bills. These war 
measures are designed to protect tin* 
soldiers camped within our state and 
the people in general from the evil 
inliuences of strong drink and vice 
conditions, and if strictly enforced 
will make Texas safe for democracy, 
sobriety and morality, 
lf elected to 
the senate and any of those laws 
need 
strengthening 
I 
will 
support 
such bills as w’iil be necessary for 
that purpose. 
Believing in a democratic form of 
government, I 
will, if elected, en 
deavor at all times to represent the 
poople and obey their instructions, 
when properly given, whether at the 
polls or by petition. 
But more particularly, and in brief, 
if elected J will support: 
Any measure that will uphold the 
policies of our great president 
in 
the prosecution of the war to a suc­ 
cessful ending, and the prompt pun­ 
ishment of acts of disloyalty. 
Th submission of a Constitutional 
prohibition amendment to the people 
for their final settlement at the earli­ 
est date possible. 
The submission of a constitutional 
amendment giving the 
women 
the 
right to vote in all elections. 
An honest and economical admin­ 
istration 
of the 
governm ent—state, 
county and municipal. 
Liberal support of all schools, from 
the country district to the higher in 
stitutions of learning. 
A fair and equal distribution of 
taxes. 
The encouragement of capital to In­ 
vest in the vast resources of our 
state. 
The protection of labor and those 
who earn their bread by the sweat 
of their brow. 
Equal pay for men and women, do­ 
ing the same w’ork. 
Child 
welfare 
in 
the 
homes, 
schools and work shops. 
The right of married 
women 
to 
control their separate property. 
And now I leave my case in your 
hands, and will appreciate your sup­ 
port. 
Give me a chance, and I will 
prove recreant to the trust and 


DEATH IS REPORTED 


Amsterdam, July 13.—Field Mar­ 
shal von Hindt-nbuvg is dead, accord­ 
ing to the newspaper Lanouvelles. His 
death is said to have occurred after 
a story interview with the kaiser over 
th*. German offensive toward Paris. 
H edied of congestion of the brain. 
During the last six months there 
have been several rumors of von Hin- 
denburg’s death. A dispatch from The 
Hague Friday quoted a Dutch travel­ 
ler from Germany saying General Lu- 
dendorff, first quarterm aster general, 
had taken over the field m arshal’s du­ 
ties, Von Hindenburg is credited with 
evolving the effective campaign 
in 
E ast Russia resulting in the serious 
Russian defeat at Tannenburg, for 
which he was made a field marshal. 
He was appointed chief of the general 
staff in 1916. 
He was 70 years old. 
A violent interview between Gen­ 
eral von Hindenburg and the kaiser 
occurred May 16, which was followed 
by an apoplectic stroke, ultimately 
causing his death. 


CAREER ANI) CHARACTER OF 
GENERAL HINDENBURG. 
General Paul Beneckendorf und von 
Hindenburg’s father was a Prussian 
officer. So was he and so are his two 
sons. 
But prior to the present war 
he had retired at Hanover and was 
quite a conspicuous figure in the .so­ 
cial life OI the capitals and great gath­ 
ering places in Europe. 
Bulky 
of 
body, raucous of voice, purple of vi- 
age and venerable rn years he was 
often seen in good company, soaring 
with the singers, pounding his beer 
mug on the table and engaging him­ 
self genially. 
He carried a cane be­ 
cause of gout, but his pride would per 
mit none to intim ate gout with the 
cane. 
He was a lieutenant in the Franco 
Prussian war, where he was wounded 
hie horse fell upon him and his regi 
ment was all killed, he being the sole 
survivor. 
For this he was 
awarded 
the iron cross and a commission in the 
guards. 
Eventually his ability took 
him into the great German general 
staff, which has more power than any 
sim ilar body on earth. 
Von Hinden 
burg and the general staff were often 
irreconcilable. 
For one thing ne was 
an advocate of open w arfare in infan 
try attacks. 
This, with many other 
of his ideas, was pigeon holed. 
Hot 
disputes with General Bernhardi on 
this and other principles of warfare 
usually resulted in his discomfiture 
because he was hot-headed and im 
petuous, used invectives rather 
than 
argum ent at such times, where a man 
of persuasive anil conciliatory tom 
perament would have had better sue 
cess, perhaps. 
W riters who claim to 
have known him say he did not realizi 
what a machine the German army 
had become to be. He left the general 
staff almost in discredit and the gen 
eral staff appears to have been glad 
to get rid of him. 
A. G. Gardener, writing in 
th 
London News some months ago, said 
of him: “A man of bold, original pow­ 
ers among the commonplace card-in- 
dex minds of the Prussian m ilitary 
hierarchy. 
He was called from retirem ent at 
Hanover when the Russians overran 
eastern 
Prussia 
and his succcssi 
there soon brought him before 
the 
people who worshipped a hero. Street 
were named for him, his bust w’a.k 
modeled in gingerbread, his name was 
in the newspapers and on everj lip 
It was by reason of th is c a m p a ig n 
that he was designated a- t ' 
the Masurian lakes anti which caused 
his rise to prominence 
An Italian w riter says of him that 
he was a cultured und educated gen­ 
tleman, well read, fond of good litera­ 
ture and a rt and a good card player. 
After his retirem ent he interested 
himself in horticulture. 
He was 
good mixer and imagined he 
could 
speak French, concerning which his 
friends never had the tem erity to dis­ 
illusion him.
